Under the above headlines, the Hod. 
James Sutherland, of Janesville, has 
written an article for the New York Mail 
and Express. It deals with the question 
of £ constitutional prohibition, and the 
points he makes against such legislation 
are strikingly pointed and practical, that 
they are worth repeating in the Cazette. 
Here is one paragraph given entire: 
In most of the states an amendment to 
the cccstitntion must be submitted by 
two successive legislatures before it can 
be voted en by the people. In some of 
these, too, as in the state of Wisconsin, 
the legislature meets only once in two 
years. If an amendment ie approved by 
the people it remains inoperative until a 
subsequent legislature passes an enforce­ 
ment act. All these proceedings upon 
the part of the legislature and the people 
will require from four to six years, and, 
should there be a defeat of anyone, 
then the 
whole of 
them fail. 
in 
such a 
case 
there 
is, 
to 
say 
the least, a great waste of time aud effort. 
The Fabian method of warfare, which is 
venially regarded ss wise, and which 
i i that adopted by General Washing- 
. DV, was never to risk an engagement 
a hen there would be no reasonable hope 
for success. 
Amendments have been 
submitted in many instances, in our 
states, when defeat, to the unprejudiced 
observer, was sure. The cause, haB, there­ 
fore, been impeded by the triumph of 
the enemy. 
The main argument which 
has been urged for a prohibitory amend­ 
ment is that it is more difficult to repeal, 
or change, than a statute, 
vlhereoent 
action, however, in the state of Rhode 
Island, shows that it does not take a great 
while to repeal even a constitutional 
provision. 
Another point taken sgainst prohibi­ 
tion emecdmcnts, is that they are pow­ 
erless without a statute oi enforcement. 
Acy adverse legislation can repeal this, 
and the imendment becomes a dead let— 
tor. Then Mr. Sutherland says: 
There are, too, a great many tine 
friends of temperance who have grave 
doubts about the propriety of incorpora­ 
ting such a provision in the fundamental 
law of the state. 
A constitution, they 
contend should enunciate fundamental 
principles, aud not attempt too much in 
tbs way of legislation. The first consti­ 
tution submitted to the voters of Wis­ 
consin in 1847 was rejected for this rea­ 
son. 
We do not in our state constitu­ 
tions say anything about prohibiting or 
punishing the crimes of murder, arson, 
burglary cr theft. All these and many 
other offenses we leave out fro our legis­ 
lature b to punish, and prohibit so far as 
they may be able, by statute. 
Attention is called by Mr. Sutherland 
o the fe ding in Massachusetts among 
pum icent temperance men in regard to 
constitutional prohibition: 
The pee pie of the state of Maine do 
not claim that the cause of temperance 
in that alate has received BDy additional 
benefit from the amendment adopted to 
their constitution m 1885. 
In an ad­ 
dress issued to the people of Massachu­ 
setts, which was published in the Mail 
and Express nearly two years ago, and 
signed by such persons as Senator Hoar 
and ex-Governor Long, it was stated, 
though they were willing to submit this 
question to a vote of the people, yet 
there could be nothing gained thereby 
which might not be effected by a statute. 
Better, therefore, direct our efforts more 
at practical matters, and spend less time 
in striving after what, in too many in- 
stances, proves to be Utopian. 
Mr. Sutherland hts paid as much at­ 
tention to the temperance question as 
any man in Wisconsin. 
He is thor­ 
oughly a practical temperance reformer. 
He takes that wise and common sense 
ground that the best way to deal with the 
Umperecce question is to take that 
couree which Bkall Ft en re the greatest 
good to temperance. This is Dr. Lyman 
Abbott’s position. But more particu­ 
larly, Mr. Sutherland say t: 
Where the people can prohibit by 
states they should do so. Where they 
may not be able to accomplish this, and 
are compelled to resort to restrictive 
measures (as temporary expedients), let 
the license (or more properly the tax), 
whioh should be so high ss to prove re­ 
strictive, be imposed by the courts, as in 
the state of Pennsylvania. At the same 
time give the people of the several coun­ 
ties of a state the right to determine by 
their votes whether licenses shall be 
granted and liquors sold therein. As the 
people of a county make common cause 
in supporting almshouses and jails and 
in maintaining courts for the prosecution 
of criminals, it is right that this question 
should be submitted to them by coun­ 
ties. 
These points are well worth oou3ider- 
ing,but not only that, they should be 
engrafted into the movement of all 
friends of temperance, and therefore 
sure of working great reform.;;

the work of preparing for the fair of

The c dicers of the state agricul­ 
tural society have been indefatigable in 
their efforts to give the people an exhibi­ 
tion that would be an honor to the state, 
and if the fair did not prove a good 
thing for the treasury of the society, they 
are in no way responsible. Circumstances 
were against the fair.

BATTLED W ITH MAD WAVES. 


Narrow Escape of the M onoliansett front 
Being Lost In a Gale. 
Marquette, Mich., 
Sept. 
23.—The 
steam barge Monohansott was struck by 
an equinociai gale Thursday afternoon off 
Big Point Sable on Lake Superior, and 
from that time until her arrival Sunday 
afternoon was at the mercy of the tempest. 
Several seamen are very badly hurt. 
The 
wheelman was struck by a monster wave 
and hurled through the pilot-house win­ 
dow, but fortunately another wave buried 
him back. 
The Monohansett’s consort, the 
Massasoit, broke away Thursday evening, 
the iron cable tearing off a hugo portion of 
the steamer’s rear bulwarks and smashing 
the compressor.

A P ro m in en t C ontractor M eets D eath ic 
a U ntie City O pium Jo in t.

The subject of the Rev. T. DcWitt 
Talmage1 s sermon w as: 
• ‘From Ocean 
to Ocean, 
or My 
Transcontinental 
Journey . 11 
Text: 
Psalms lxxxii, 8 ; 
“He shall have dominion from sea to 
sea. 11 
The speaker said : 
W hat two seas are referred to? 
Some might say that the text meant 
th :/ Christ was to reign over all the land 
b ed een the Arabian sea and the Cas­ 
pian sea, or between the Red sea and 
the M editerranean sea,'o r between the 
Black sea and the North sea. 
No, in 
such case my text would have named 
them. 
It meant from any large body 
of water on the earth clear across to 
any other large body of water. 
And 
so I have a right to read it: lie shall 
have dominion from the Atlantic sea 
to tho Pacific sea. 
My theme is, 
America for God! 
First, consider the immensity of this 
possession. 
If it were only a small 
tract of land capable of nothing better 
than sage brush and with ability only 
to support prairie dogs, I should not 
have much enthusiasm in wanting 
Christ to have it added to His dominion. 
But its immensity and affluence no one 
can 
imagine unless, 
in immigrant 
wagon or stage coach or in rail train 
of the Union Pacific or Northern Pa­ 
cific or the Canadian Pacific or tho 
Southern Pacific, unless he has tra­ 
versed it. 
Having been privileged six 
times to cross this continent, 
and 
twice this summer, I have come to 
■ome appreciation of its magnitude. 
California, 
which 
I 
supposed 
in boyhood from its 
size on the 
map, 
was a 
few 
yards 
across; 
a 
ridge of 
land 
on 
which 
one 
must walk cautiously lest he hit his 
head against tho Sierra Nevada on ono 
side or slip off into tho Pacific waters 
on the other. 
California, tho thin slice 
of land as I supposed it to bo in boy­ 
hood, I have found to be larger than 
all the States of New England and Now 
Y ork State and all Pennsylvania added 
together; and if you add them togeth­ 
er their square miles fall far short of 
California. 
North and South Dakota, 
Montana and W ashington Territory to 
be launched next winter into State­ 
hood, will be giants at their birth. 
Let the Congress of the United States 
strain a point and soon admit also 
Idaho and Wyoming and New Mexico. 
W hat i* the use keeping them out in 
the cold any longer? 
Let us have the 
whole continent 
divided into States 
with 
senatorial 
and 
congressional 
representatives 
and 
we 
will 
all be 
happy 
together. 
If some 
of them have not quite the requisite 
number of people, fix up the constitu­ 
tion to suit these cases. 
Even Utah 
will by dropping polygamy soon be 
ready to enter. 
Monogamy has tri­ 
umphed in parts of Utah and will 
probably triumph at this fall cllection 
in Salt Lake City. 
Turn all tho Terri­ 
tories into States and if some of the 
sisters are smaller that the elder sis­ 
ters, give them time and they will 
soon be as large as any of them. 
Be­ 
cause some of the daughters of a family 
may be five feet in stature and the 
others only four feet, do not let the 
daughters five feet high shut tho door 
in the faces or those four feet high. 
Among the dying utterances of our 
good friend, the wise statesman and 
great author, the brilliant orator and 
magnificient soul, S. S. Cox, was the 
expressed determination to move next 
winterinjCongress for tho transference 
of other Territories into States. 
But, 11 says some one, “ in calculat­ 
ing the immensity of our continental 
acreage you must remember that vast 
reaches of our 
public 
domain are 
uncultivated, heaps 
of 
dry 
sand, 
and 
the 
‘bad lands1 
of Montana 
and the 
great 
American 
desert. 11 
am glad you mentioned that. 
With 
in twenty-five years there will not be 
between 
the 
Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts a hundred miles of land not re­ 
claimed either by farmers1 plow 
miners1 crowbar. 
By irrigation tho 
waters of the rivers and the showers 
of heaven in what are called the rainy 
seasons will be gathered into great 
reservoirs and through aqueducts let 
down where and when the people 
want them. 
Utah is an object lesson. 
Some parts of that Territory which 
were so barren that a spear of grass 
could not have been raised there in a 
hundred years are now as rich as Lan­ 
caster county farms of Pennsylvania or 
W estchester farms of New York or 
Somerset county farms of New Jersey. 
Experiments have proved that ten 
acres of ground irrigated from waters 
gathered in great hydrological basins 
will produce as much as fifty acres 
from the downpour of rain as seen in 
our regions. 
We have our freshets 
and our droughts, but in those lands 
which are to be scientifically irrigated 
there will be neither freshets nor 
droughts. 
As you take a pitcher and 
get it full of water and then set it on a 
table and take a drink out of it when 
you are thirsty and never think of 
drinking a pitcherful all at once, 
so 
Montana and Wyoming and Idaho will 
catch the rains of their rivers in great 
pitchers of reservoirs and drink out of 
them whenever they will and refresh 
their land whenever they will. 
The work has already been grandly 
be^un by tho United States govern­ 
ment. 
Over four hundred lakes have 
ti re ady been officially taken possession 
>f bv Hie nation for the g- '"A cntcr- 


ple of the earth to-day are kept alive 
by food raised on irrigated land. 
Aud 
here we have allowed to lie tflfste, 
given up to rattlesnake and bat and 
prairie dog. lands enough to support 
whole nations of industrious popula­ 
tion. 
The work begun will be con­ 
summated. Here and there exceptional 
lands may be stubborn and refuse to 
yield any wheat or corn from their 
hard fists, 
but if the whole fail to 
make an impression the miner’s pick- 
ax-will discover the reasoned* it and 
bring up from beneath those unpro­ 
ductive surfaces coal and iron and lead 
and copper and silver and gold. 
God 
speed the geologists and tho surveyors. 
the engineers and tho Senatorial com­ 
missions and tho capitalists and tho 
new settlers and the husbandmen who 
put their brain and hand and heart to 
this transfiguration of the American 
continent! 
But while I speak of the immensity 
of the continent, I must rem ark it is 
not an immensity of monotone or tam e­ 
ness. 
This continent is not more won­ 
derful for its magnitude than for its 
wonders of construction. 
W hat a pity 
the United States government did not 
take possession of Yosemite, Califor­ 
nia, as it has of Yellowstone, Wyo­ 
ming. and of Niagara falls, New York! 
Yosemite and the adjoining California 
regions! 
That 
valley of the Y osemite is 
eight miles long, a half a mile wide 
and three thousand feet deep. 
It 
seems as if it had been the meaning of 
Omnipotence to crowd into as small 
a space as possible some of the most 
stupenduous scenery of the 
world. 
Some of tho cliffs you do not stop to 
measure by feet, for they arc literally 
a mile high. 
If Jehovah has a throne 
on earth these are its white pillars. 
Standing down in this great chasm of 
the valley 3*011 look up and 3’onder is 
Cathedral Rock, vast,[gloomy, minister 
built for the silent worship of the 
mountains. 
Yonder is Sentinel Rock, 
3,270 feet high, bold, solitar}’, 
stand­ 
ing guard among the ages, its top 
seldom touched until a bride one Fourth 
of July mounted it and planted the 
national standard 
and 
the people 
down in the valley looked up and saw 
the head of tho mountain turbaned 
with stars and stripes. 
Yonder arc 
the “Three Brothers, 11 four thousand 
feet high; “Clouds rest, 11 North arid 
South 
Dome 
and 
heights 
never 
captured save by the 
fiery bayonets 
of tho thunder storm. 
No pause for the eye, no stopping 
place for the mind. 
Mountains hurled 
on mountains. 
Mountains in the wake 
of mountains. 
Mountains flanked by 
mountains. 
Mountains split. 
Moun­ 
tains 
ground. 
Mountains 
fallen. 
Mountains triumphant. 
As though 
Mont Blanc 
and ^tho Adirondacks 
and Mount W ashington were here ut­ 
tering themselves in ono magnificent 
chorus of rock and precipice and water­ 
fall. 
Sifting and dashing through the 
rocks tho water comes down. 
The 
Bridal Veil falls, so thin you can see 
the face of tho mountain beyond it. 
Yonder is Yosemite falls, dropping 
2,634 feet, sixteen times greater des­ 
cent than that of Niagara. 
These 
waters dashed to death on the rooks 
so that the white spirit of slain waters 
ascending in robe of mist seeks the 
heavens. 
Yonder is Nevada falls, 
plunging 700 feet, tho water in arrows, 
the water in rockets, the water in 
pearls, the water in amethysts, the 
water in diamonds. 
That cascade 
flings down the rocks enough jewels to 
array all the earth in beauty, 
and 
rushes on until it drops into a very 
hell of waters, the smoko of their* tor­ 
ment ascending forever and ever. 
But the most wonderful part of this 
American continent is the Yellowstone 
Park. 
My visit there last month made 
upon me an impression that will last 
forever. 
After all poetry has exhaust­ 
ed itself and all the Morans and Bicr- 
stadts and tho other enchanting artists 
have completed their canvasses, there 
will bo other revelations to make and 
other stories of its beauty and wrath, 
splendor and agon3\ to be recited. 
In 
some portions of it there seems to be 
the anarchy of the elements. 
Fire and 
water, and tho vapor born of that mar­ 
riage, terrific, 
Geyser cones or hills 
of crystal that have been over five 
thousand years growing. 
In places 
the earth, throbbing, sobbing, groan­ 
ing, quaking with aqueous paroxysm. 
Gothic arches. Corinthian capitals, 
and Egyptian basilicas built before 
human architecture was born. 
Huge 
fortifications of granite constructed be­ 
fore 
war forged its first 
cannon. 
Gibraltars and Sebastapols that never 
can bo taken. 
Alhambras, 
where 
kings of strength and queens of beauty 
reigned long before the first earthly 
crown was impearled. 
Thrones on 
which no one but the King of Heaven 
and earth ever sat. 
Fount of waters 
at which the lesser hills are baptized 
while the giant cliffs stand round as 
sponsors. 
For thousands of years be­ 
fore that scene was unveiled to human 
sight, the elements were bus}*, and the 
geysers were hewing awa}* with their 
hot chisel, and glaciers were pounding 
with their cold hammers and hurri­ 
canes were cleaving with their light­ 
ning stroke and hailstones giving the 
finishing touches, and after all these 
forces of nature had done their best, in 


Standing there in the Grand canyon 
of tho Yellowstone Park it flashed upon 
me with such power I could not help 
but say to my comrades: 
“W hat a 
hall this would be for the last judg­ 
ment!" 
See that mighty cascade with 
the rainbows at the foot of it. 
Those 
waters congealed and transfixed with 
the agitations of the day, what a place 
they would make for the shining feet 
of a Judge of quick and dead. 
And 
those rainbows look 
now like the 
crowns to be cast at His feet, 
At the 
bottom of this great canyon is a floor 
on which the nations of the earth 
might stand and all up and down these 
galleries of rock the nations of heaven 
might sit. 
And what reverberation ol 
archangels1 trumpet there would be 
through all these gorges and from all 
these caverns and 
over all 
these 
heights. 
Wh}’ should not the greatest 
of all the days the world shall see close 
amid the grandest scenery Omnipo- 
teneo ever built? 
Tho Amorico-Asiatic bridge which 
will yet span those straits will make 
America, Asia, Europe and Africa one 
continent. 
So 3*011 see America evan­ 
gelized, 
Asia 
will bo evangelized, 
Europe taking Asia from one side and 
America taking it from the other sido. 
But do I mean literally that this Amer­ 
ican continent is going to be all gos- 
pelized? 
I do. 
Christopher Colum­ 
bus, when he went ashore from the 
Santa Maria, and his second brother 
Alonzo, when ho went ashore from the 
Pinta, and his third brother Vincent, 
when he went ashore from the Nina, 
took possession of this country in the 
name of the Father and of the Son and 
the Holy Ghost. 
But how is this continent to be gos- 
pelized? 
The pulpit and a Christian 
printing press harnessed together will 
he the mightiest team for the first 
plow. 
Not b3* the power of cold, 
formalistic theolog3T, nor b}r ecclesias­ 
tical technicalities. 
I am sick of 
them and the world is sick of them. 
But it will bo done by the warm­ 
hearted sympathetic presentation ol 
the fact that Christ is ready to par­ 
don all our sins and heal all our 
wounds and save us both for this 
world and the next. 
Let your religion 
of glaciers crack olf and fall into the 
Gulf Stream and get melted. 
Take all 
your creeds of all denominations and 
drop out of them all human phrase­ 
ology and put in scriptural phrase 
ology and you will see how quick the 
people will jump after them. 
The Young Men's Christian A ssocia­ 
tions of America will also do part of 
the work. 
All over the continent 
saw this 
summer buildings 
rising. 
These institutions are going to take 
the young men of this nation for God. 
These institutions seem in better favor 
with God and man than ever befor 
Business men and capitalists are awak­ 
ing to the fact that they Cando nothing 
better iii the way of living beneficence 
or in last will and testament than to 
do what Mr. Marquand did for Brook­ 
lyn when lie made our Young Men's 
Christian 
palace possible. 
These 
instill.lions will get our young men 
all 
over 
the 
land 
into 
a 
stampede for heaven. 
Thus 
we 
will all iii some way help on the work, 
you with your ten talents, 
I with five, 
somebody else with three. 
It is esti­ 
mated that to irrigrate the arid and 
desert lands of America as the}' ought 
to be irrigated, it will cost about 
one 
hundred 
million 
dollars 
to 
gather 
the 
waters 
into 
reservoirs. 
As much contribution and 
effort as that would irrigate with gos­ 
pel influences all the waste places of 
this continent. 
Let us by prayer and 
contribution and right living all help 
to Iii! the reservoirs. 
You will carry a 
bucket and you a cup, and even a 
thimbleful would help. 
And after a 
while God will send the 
Hoods of 
mercy •<» gathered pouring down over 
all the land, and some of us on earth 
anil some of u s in heaven will sing with 
Isaiah: 
“ In the wilderness 
waters 
• broken oui in streams in tho 
it. 
and with David: “There is a 
rive;- the -‘.reams whereof shall make 
» lad I «• 
gilt of God." 
Oh, 
fill up 
ne: 
ii-- ’ 
America for God!
